ANNOUKCER Spring is here again, and it's a beeeu-tiful day on all 
National Forests, And for the rangers out in our 
National Forests spring is one. of the busiest times of 
the year, Telephone ineatnave to be repaired, roads and traila need 
clearing and reconditioning, fire crews have to be organized and 
trained, and there are a thousand and one other things to be attended 
to. One of the biggest jobs in many of our National ! Forests at thie 
Gime of year is the job of plenting trees. Reforestation of purned= 
over and cuteover areas to restore watereshed protection and to provide 
a new erop of trees to meet our future timber needs is a ma Jor 
responsibility. Because of the urgent need for reforesting our denuded 
forest areas the United States Forest Service has become the biggest 
tree=planting agency in America, The Forest Service maantaine and 
operates 27 forest=tree nurseries located in the various forest regions 


of the country. These 2? nurseries produce about 140 million seedling 


forest trees per year or enough to plant more than 150,000 acres, 


Curing the past 50 years reforestation work has been extended over 
coneiderably more than a million acres of national forest lands, 5ut 
despite this record and despite the tremendous impetus given tree 
planting in resent years by the boys of the Civilian Conservation Corp, 
the Forest Service tells us that 3,600,000 noneproductive acres etill 
remain to be planted in the national forests alone, And at the average 


rate at which planting has been carried on during the past three decades, 
the reforestation of this vast aréa wili take almost another hundred 
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(CONTINUES) Well, springtime means tree=planting time on 
the Winding Creek Dietrict of the Pine Cone Nationel 
Forest too. As we look in today we find Hanger Jim 
Robbing and his assistant Jerry Quick veturning home to 
the ranger station after a hard week's work on the tree 
planting area, Here they are now driving along the roed 
in thetr Forest Service pick=up truek and just coming 
into Winding Creek...
